PASSED AT THE 
FOURTEENTH SESSION, 
| 1862. 


AN ACT to suspend the special road law in Desha, Craighead and 
, Green counties, and for other purposes. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the special road law of Desha, Craighead and . 
Green counties, Arkansas, and the special tax levied, or provided 
to be levied thereunder, be and the same are hereby suspended 
and rendered inoperative until the conclusion of peace between 
_ the United States and the Confederate States of America. 

‘ Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That until the conclusion of peace 
between the United States and the Confederate States, chapter’ 
' 149 of Gould’s Digest of the Statutes of Arkansas, in relation to 
roads and -highways, be revived and in full force and effect in 
said counties of Desha, Craighead and Green: Provided, That 
nothing in this act shall be so eonstrued to prevent an inter- 
ference with the right of the sheriffs of Desha, Craighead and 
Green counties, to collect the taxes due for the year 1861, or any 
previous year, as he [they] may uow do under existing laws. 

Src. 3. Be it further enacted, That this act be in force from and 
after its passage. - : |

AN ACT for the relief of Scott county. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the State donate or relinquish all right and title 
in and to the internal improvement fund of the said county of 
Scott. l - 
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Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the county court of Scott 
county is hereby authorized and empowered to appropriate so 
much of said internal improvement fund to the extinguishing 
the borrowed indebtedness of said county as may be necessary 
for that purpose, and that- this act take effect from and after its 
passage. -

AN ACT to establish the county of Cross. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas: 

Section 1. That all that portion of township number twelve 
north, and ranges number one, two, three, four, five, six and 
seven east, be and the same is hereby stricken from the county of 
' Craighead, and attached and made a part of the county of Poin- 
sett, and that portion commencing on the section line between 
sections eleven and fourteen, township six, north of range four 
east, thence east on the section line to the southeast corner of sec- 
tion twelve, township six north, of range five east, thence south 
on the township line to the southeast corner of township three, 
north of range five east, thence west on the township line to the 
St. Francis river, thence up said river to the section line between 
sections eleven and fourteen, township six north of range four 
east, the beginning, be and the same is hereby stricken from the 
county of Crittenden, and attached to and made a part of the 
county of St. Francis. : : 

Src. 2. All that portion of the counties of Poinsett, St. Francis 
and Crittenden, embraced within the following boundaries, viz: 
Beginning at the northwest corner of township nine north of 
range one east; thence east to the northeast corner of township 
nine north of range six east; therice south to the southeast 
corner of township nine north of range six east; thence west to 
the southwest corner of township nine north of range six east; 
thence south to the ‘southeast corner of section twelve, in town- 
ship six north, of range five east; thence west to the southwest - 
corner of section seven in township six north of range one east; 
and thence north to the beginning, shall be and the same is 
hereby created and established a separate county called the 
county of Cross. The temporary seat of justice of said county 
of Cross, and until the same may. be permanently located, shall 
be at Wittsburgh, in said county. 

Src. 3. Said county of Cross, shall be and form a part of the 
senatorial district, composed of the counties of St. Francis, Poin- 
sett and Cross,and known as the Thirteenth district, and until 
the next apportionment of representatives to the General As- 
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sembly, all inhabitants of said county of Cross residing in those 
portions of the same now taken from and heretofore belonging 
to the counties of Poinsett, St. Francis and Crittenden, shall vote 
for representatives as heretofore in said counties respectively in 
which said portions were situate and to which they belonged be- 
fore the passage of this act. 
Sec. 4. Said county of Cross shall be attached to and form a 
part of the first judicial circuit, and the circuit courts in and for 


- said county shall be holden on the last Monday in April and

October. 

Sec. 5. As soon as practicable after the passage of this act, it 
shall be the duty of the governor to. issue his proclamation for 
an election to be held in and for said county of Cross, on a cer- 


tain day to be therein named, and allowing one month’s notice. 


from the date of such proclamation, for the election of one pro- 
bate judge, one clerk, one sheriff, and all other inferior county 
officers as provided by law for other counties. Such elections to 
be held at the usual places of voting heretofore in said county, 


` and to be conducted in all respects according to the laws concern- 


ing elections in like cases. _ 

Src. 6. The county courts in the said county of Cross, shall be 
holden on the first Mondays in January, April, July and Octo- 
ber, and the probate courts in said county shall be holden on the, 
first Tuesday after the first Monday in said months. 

Sec. 7. The county court of said county of Cross, is hereby 
fully authorized and empowered to adjust and settle with the 
counties of Poinsett, St. Francis and Crittenden for the due pro- 
portion according to population at the time of the separation 


_created by this act, of the debt, if any, owing by those.counties 


respectively, and to which said county of Cross, should’ con- _ 


tribute. - . 7 
Sec. 8. It shall in like manner be the duty of the county court 
of the county of Poinsett to: adjust and settle with, and pay to 


the county of Craighead a due proportion, according to the popu- . 


lation in that portion of said county, by the first section of this 
act, attached to the said county of Poinsett, of the debt, if any, 
owing by said county of Craighead. 

Sec. 9. At the same time and places that may be fixed by the 
proclamation of the governor for the election of other county 
officers, there shall be elected in and for said county of Cross, 
three commissioners for the purpose of selecting and locating the 
permanent seat of justice In said county, and who shall be 
elected, qualified and proceed according to the provisions con- 
tained in chapter 44 of the Revised Statutes concerning county- 
seats, and shall have and exercise the like powers and duties as 
therein provided for commissioners. E 

Sec. 10. All civil and criminal suits pending in said counties 
of Poinsett, St. Francis and Crittenden, against persons residing 


a 
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in said county of Cross, shall upon application of auch persons to 
the proper court be removed to the circuit court of the said county 
of Cross, according to the statutes providing for changes of venue 
in civil and criminal -cases respectively, and in like manner upon 
the application of the executor or administrator, all administra- 
tions of the estates of deceased persons and guardians who resided 
in what is now the county of Cross, may be removed to the pro- 
bate court of said county. 

Sec. 11. This act shall take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage.

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That an act approved 18th of January, 1861 giving 
the common school commissioner of the county of Arkansas. -eer- 
tain privileges, is hereby repealed. 

Src. 2. Be it further enacted, That the existing laws previous to 
the passage of said act of January, 1861 be and the same are 
hereby revived and have full force and effect, as though the said 
act of January 18th, 1861 had never existed. 

Src. 3. Be at further enacted, That it shall be the duty of the 
county court of said county to appoint some competent person, _ 
whose duty it shall be to examine all applicants to teach a com- 
mon school in-any township in said county: and if the applicant 
is of good moral character, and shall be well qualified to teach 
the English branches, said person so appointed, shall give him or 
her a certificate of qualification : which certificate shall be good 
for one year in said county. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That this act take effect from and 
. after its passage.

AN ACT for the relief of parties at law in the Augusta district, in 
the county of Jackson, and for other purposes. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That in all cases now pending in the chancery or cir- 
cuit court in the county of Jackson, for the J acksonport district, 
when the defendant thereto resides in the Augusta district of said 
county, that upon application of such defendant to the clerk 
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thereof, they may have the same transferred to the respective 
courts of the Augusta district for trial, together with all the 
depositions and other papers on file relating to such cases. 

Sxo. 2. Be it further enacted, That the provisions of chapter 9 
of the Digest shall apply to all cases now pending in the probate 
- court in the Jacksonport district in Jackson county where the 
parties or estate are situated in the Augusta district. 

Src. 3. Be it further enacted, That this act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage.

Src. 2. Be it further enacted, That all persons indebted, or that 
may hereafter become indebted to said fund, shall be required by 
law to pay over to the county treasurer and ex officio common 
school commissioners the interest accruing on his or their notes, 
or mortgages every six months, and also renew his or their notes 
or mortgages if the same is not "paid. 

Suc. 3. Be it further enacted, That the interest growing out of 
said fund as consolidated shall be applied as heretofore provided 
for by law.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the county and probate judge of the county of 
Arkansas be entitled to receive the sum of five hundred dollars 
per annum in full compensation for the service of said judge: to 
be paid quarterly upon his own warrant certified to by the county 
court clerk, [and] entered upon the minutes of said county court.

Be it further enacted, That-the portion of Calhoun county 
lying east of the Ouachita river, and south of the mouth of Moores 
hig be and the same is hereby retroceded to the county of Brad-

AN ACT to authorize the sheriffs elect of the counties of Lawrence, 
Randolph, and Searcy to collect the taxes in said counties for the 
year 1862. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That B. F. Mathewes of the county of Lawrence, Malon 
McNabb of the county of Randolph, and S. G. Redwine‘of the 
county of Searcy, the sheriffs elect of said counties, be, and the 
same are hereby authorized, and required to collect the taxes for 
said counties for the year 1862. 

Src. 2. Be at further enacted, That before the sheriffs of said 
counties shall proceed to discharge their duties as such collectors, 
they shall take the same oath and give the same bond, and be 
subject to the same penalties as though they had been the orig- 
inal assessors and collectors of said counties: and said bonds shall 
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not be for a less sum than is now required by law of the sheriffs 
and collectors of said counties. 
. Src. 3. Be it further enacted, That this act take effect and be in

AN ACT to change and regulate the time of holding the probate court 
. of Polk county, Arkansas. : 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the time of holding the probate court in the 
county of Polk, be changed from the first Mondays in January, 
April, July and October, to the third Mondays of the same 
months. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That all laws or parts of laws in 
conflict with this act be and the same are hereby repealed and 
that this act take effect and be in force from and after its passage.

AN ACT to provide for a commission of enquiry. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas: 


Section 1. That Gordon N. Peay, Elias N. Conway and John 
H. Crease be and the same are, hereby, appointed a commission 
of enquiry, with full power and authority to do and perform all 
things hereinafter recited. | 

Sec. 2. Said commissioners, shall signify their acceptances of 
the appointment herein made, to the governor, on or before the 
first day of January, 1863, and, in case any, or all, of the above- 
named persons shall fail, or refuse, to accept such appointment, 
then the governor shall appoint discreet and competent persons 
in their stead. 

Src. 3. Said commissioners, before entering upon the discharge 
of their duties, shall, severally, make and subscribe the following 
oath: I, , do solemnly swear that I will support the 
constitution of the Confederate States of America, the constitution 
of the State of Arkansas, and that I will faithfully abide and observe 
the ordinances of the convention of the people of the said State of 
Arkansas; that I will make fair and diligent inquiries into the 
matters entrusted to my charge; that I will endeavor to divest 
myself of all prejudice, malice, or ill-will, or favor or partiality ; 
and that I will truly report all delinquencies discovered. 

Src. 4. Such commissioners shall make inquiry into the ex- 
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penditures of the State, and the disposition made of the funds 
and property of the State during the past two years. They shall 
ascertain, as best they may, what money, property, goods and 
effects have been paid to the State; or seized, by her; or that have 
come into her possession; or into the possession of any agent or 
person for her; and the disposition made thereof; and, if any of 
such property has been sold, appropriated, or retained, to enquire 
by what authority the same was done; and, if sold, who has the 
proceeds of such sale; or, if appropriated to private use, to en- 
deavor to ascertain the value of the property so appropriated. 
They shall, also, enquire what accounting or collecting officers of 
the State are in default; the kind of funds collected by them and 
withheld, and what steps have been taken to collect or secure the 
sums due. They may enquire into the manner of keeping ac- 
counts, of transacting business, and into any abuses supposed to 
exist in any of the State departments, excepting the judiciary. 
They shall enquire into the accounts of the State militia officers; 
report what fees, salaries, perquisites and emoluments were paid 
to them; what funds they were paid in and whether they held 


funds in their hands which drew interest, and to whose benefit. -— 


that interest enured. To this end, they shall have free access to 
all books, papers and files‘in the offices of secretary of state, audi- . 
tor, treasurer, military board, paymaster general, quartermaster 
general, commissary, or military storekeepers, and the privilege 
of copying in such office any record or paper. They shall have 
power, any two of them being present, to administer oaths, and 
take testimony, and a.person falsely swearing before them shall 
be liable to all the pains and penalties of perjury. -When wit- 
nesses live at a distance they may issue commissions to take depo- 
sitions in the manner now prescribed by law in cases in the cir- 
cuit court. 

Sec. 5. They may certify to witnesses the number of days in 
attendance on them and number of miles traveled, which certifi-- 
cate shall be paid, by order of the governor, out of any moneys 
in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

Src. 6. Should said commissioners find any property.of the 
State in possession of any person or persons not authorized by 
law to have the custody or control of the same, they shall, forth- ` 
with, report the fact to the governor, who shall take steps to re- 
plevy or reclaim said property. And, when such property is in 
danger of being run off, or consumed, or wasted, either of said 
commissioners may make oath before any justice of the peace, 
that he believes said property to be the property of the State and 
said justice shall order the same to be taken possession of by an 
officer and held until the governor shall have acted in the prem- 
ises. 

Sec. 7. When the commissioners shall find that property, valu- 
ables or goods, money or effects of the State, have been appropri- 
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ated, squandered, retained, or disposed of, by any officer, agent, 
or-person who had the charge of such property, they shall report 
that fact to the governor ;. and all bonds given by such persons, 
agents or officers, may be sued upon for the recovery of the value 
ot such property. Certified copies of such bonds shall be taken 
by the courts as well as the originals. 

- Sec. 8. Said commissioners may employ a clerk, if they find 
the labors of one necessary, and said clerk shall receive three 
dollars and said commissioners shall receive, for their services the 
sum of six dollars, for each and every day they may be employed. 
Two of their number may form a quorum to transact business, 
and in the case of the death or resignation of any member, the 
governor shall appoint his successor. . 

Src. 9. Said commissioners shall report their proceedings in 
full to the governor, who shall lay their report, or reports, before 
the General Assembly at the next special or regular session thereof. 

Sec. 10. All laws in conflict with this act be and the same are 
hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect from and after its 
passage.

AN ACT concerning common schools in Prairie county. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That all of the provisions of chapter 154 of the Digest 
of the State of Arkansas, from section 81 to section 113 inclusive, 
except such portions thereof as may be repugnant to this act, be 
and the same are hereby declared in full force and effect in the 
county of Prairie. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of 
William 'P. Preston, late common school commissioner of said 
county of Prairie, and he is hereby required to pay over to the 
treasurer of said county, all moneys belonging to the common 
school fund of said county, and to assign and transfer to him all 
bonds, bills and notes in his possession belonging to said fund, 
and books and papers in his possession belonging to his office, 
except such vouchers as may be necessary and proper for him to 
retain. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That if, from any cause, there 
shall be a failure to elect a commissioner in any township, the 
county court shall appoint a commissioner for such township, 
who shall give bond as other commissioners and discharge all of 
the duties of the office as if he had been regularly elected. 

Src. 4. Be it further enacted, That it. shall be the duty of 
each common schcol commissioner for the congressional town- 
ships in said county to make a correct report of-the scholastic 
population of their respective townships to the first session of 
the county court after he shall have been elected, or appointed, 
and every twelve months thereafter.

Be it further enacted, That the owner of any claim or 
demand against an estate may. present the same for allowance at 
any time within six months after the ratification of peace be- 
tween the United States and the Confederate States of America:

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of - 
Arkansas, That the sum of fifty thousand dollars be and the same 
is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in the treasury, for the 
purposes hereinafter specified: oe 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That immediately after the passage 
of this act it shall be the duty of the governor to appoint some 
suitable person as agent, whose duty it shall be to proceed with- 
out delay, and purchase and transport to Fort Smith, Greenwood, 
: and Van Buren, forty thousand bushels of corn on terms which 
in his judgment will be most advantageous to the State. 

Src. 3. Be it further enacted, That it shall be the duty of such 
agent to sell the corn, so by him purchased and transported, to 
families residing in the said frontier counties at cost and carriage: 
Provided, That no one family shall be allowed to purchase more 
than sufficient to bread them during the present season : Provided 
further, That if said agent shall be satisfied that any family or 
families are unable to pay for the same, it shall be his duty to ~ 
supply such families with sufficient corn for bread, free of charge. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of such agent, before entering upon 
the discharge of his duties, to make, subscribe and file with the 
secretary of state, an affidavit that he will faithfully and to the 
best of his judgment and ability, account for or pay over to the 
State all moneys which may come to his hands under the_ pro- 
visions of this act, and shall make and enter into a bond to the 
State in such sum as the governor may require, conditioned, that 
he will faithfully and honestly do and perform all things required 
of him in this act. 
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Src. 5. Said agent shall keep, and file with the governor, a 
correct account of the amount of corn by him purchased under 
the provisions of this act ; how much was paid for the same; the 
cost of transportation and the necessary expenses. of the same; 
also, the amount by him sold to each family and the sum re- 
ceived by him for the same; the amount by him gratuitously 
distributed to each family and the cost of the same to the State. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of said agent, as soon as possible, 
to buy and transport to Van Buren fifteen thousand bushels; to 
Fort Smith ten thousand bushels; and to Greenwood fifteen 
thousand busheis of the corn herein provided for: Provided, That 
until the whole can be transported as herein provided, the same 

shall be delivered in equal proportions, at each of the above- 
~ named places, ; 

Sec. 7. When such agent shall qualify as such, according to 
the provisions of this act, it shall be the duty of the governor to 
direct the auditor to draw his warrant on the treasurer, in favor 
of said agent for the amount of money hereby appropriated, 
which shall be used by such agent in payment for such corn and 
transporting the same. 

Suc. 8. It shall be the duty of such agent, immediately after — 
disposing of such corn, according to the provisions of this act, to . 
pay into the State treasury all moneys by him received from, 
sales of said corn: Provided, That when the corn shall be so dis- 
posed of and there shall not be sufficient to supply the country, 
then said agent is hereby authorized to reinvest the-said moneys, 
until the country be supplied, and then pay over said moneys as

Sec. 9. Such agent shall be entitled to receive the sum of three 
dollars a day while actually engaged in the discharge of the 
duties imposed on him by this act.

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the county revenue due each county shall be paid 
to the county treasurer, by the collector thereof, on or before the 
first day of July of each year, and he shall present and file the 
receipt for the same and make his final settlement with the 
county court, for revenue, at the first term thereof held after 
such first day of July. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That hereafter, besides the condi- 
tions now prescribed by law, there shall be inserted in each col- 
lector’s bond a further condition that in case such collector shall 
fail or refuse to pay into the county treasury the amount which © 
shall or may be found due from such collector to the county, it 
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shall and may be lawful for the county court, at the ‘settlement 
term of such collector, to adjust the balance due by such collector 
to the county, and forthwith to cause the clerk of said court to 
issue a distress warrant against such delinquent and his se-

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That a new county to be called Woodruff, to have and 
enjoy all the-rights, privileges and immunities of an independent 
county, be and the same is hereby established, with the following 
boundaries to wit: Beginning at the point where the fifth prin- 
cipal meridian crosses the line dividing townships eight and nine 
north; thence.due south with said principal meridian, to the 
point where said meridian crosses the line between townships 
three and‘four north ; thence west with said township line divid- 
ing townships three and four,:to where the same crosses White 
` river; thence north with White river to the head of Taylor’s 
bay; thence down Taylor’s bay to the line between townships nine 
and ten north; thence east with said township line to the range 
line dividing ranges two and three west; thence south with said 
range line’to-the line between townships eight and nine north ; 
thence east with said township line tc the place of beginning. 
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. DEC. 2. It shall be the duty of plaintiffs i in all civil cases and 
of the clerk of the circuit court of the county of Woodruff in all 
criminal eases to procure from the clerks of the circuit courts of 

the counties of Jackson and St. Francis a transcript from the 
records of their respective counties, of all suits, both civil and 
criminal, pending against any person or persons residing within 
the county hereby established, also, the depositions and other 
papers on file, relating to any of said cases so pending in any of 
_ said counties, on or before the first day of the circuit court, at the 
first term thereof of the county of Woodruff, which transcript, 
depositions and papers so filed, shall be taken and considered as 
records of the circuit court of the county of Woodruff and be 
proceeded in as though said suit or suits had originated in said 
-county of Woodruff. 

Src; 2. All executions that may have been issued or that may 
hereafter be issued upon any judgment rendered in any court of 
said counties of Jackson and St. Francis against‘ any person or 
persons residing within the limits of the county hereby established 
previous to the taking effect of this act, shall be turned over to 
the sheriff of the county of Woodruff, and shall be by him col- 
lected in the same manner as if said judgment, upon which said 
executions were issued, had been rendered in the county of Wood- 
ruff. 

Sec. 4. All executors, administrators and guardians residing 
in the county hereby established and who had before the taking 
effect of this act administered upon any estate, or taken upon him 
or them the execution of any last will and testament or the 
guardianship of any minor residing within the county hereby 
established, are hereby required to procure from the clerks of the 
probate courts of the counties of St. Francis and Jackson a true 
and perfect transcript from the records of all such matters as per- 
tain to their respective trusts, also all papers belonging thereto 
on file in the offices of the clerks of the probate courts in said 
counties of Jackson and St. Francis, and to file the same in the 
office of the clerk of the probate court of the county hereby estab- 
lished, and shall, thereupon, proceed to make settlement of their 
respective trusts according to law and be subject to the same 

enalty as they would have been before the passage of this act. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the clerk of the county of Wood- ° 
ruff, immediately after his election, to give notice, in writing, 
under the seal of his office, if there be any seal, if not, under his 

_ private seal, to the clerks and sheriffs of the counties of Jackson 
and St. Francis of bis election, also of the election of sheriff for said 
county of Woodruff, whereupon, it shall be the duty of the clerks 
of the different courts in the counties of Jackson and St. Francis, 
upon the application of the plaintiff, or plaintiffs, in any case, or 
cases, Which may be pending in any of said courts, who reside in 
the county of Woodruff, to make out a true and perfect transcript, 
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from the records, of all such matters and things as pertain to any 
of the said cases, and to certify the same to be true and perfect 
and to attach the seal of his office thereto; also, upon the appli- 
cation of the clerk of said county of Woodruff, or of the prosecut- 
ing attorney of the district in which said county of Woodruff may 
be embraced, for a transcript of any criminal case, or cases, that 
may be pending in said courts, against any person or persons re- 
siding in said county of Woodruff, make out and certify the same 
as above provided, and to envelop the transcript in each case 
together with the papers thereto belonging, to seal them up and 
direct it to the clerk of the county of Woodruff. 

Sec. 6. All justices of the peace and constables residing in that 
portion of Jackson and St. Francis counties now embraced within 
the county of Woodruff, shall hold their respective offices; possess 
the same powers; be entitled to the same fees, and subject to the 
same penalties, as they would have been in the counties from 
which they were cut off, but they shall use the name of the county 
of Woodruff and be restricted within its limits, except in cases 
that may be pending before them at the time of the taking effeut 
or passage of this act, and in all such cases they shall possess the 
same power and jurisdiction as they are now entitled to by law, 
` for the final adjudication and settlement of all said cases. ` 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the sheriffs of Jackson and St.. 
Francis counties to make known, by advertisements, to be posted 
up at three of the most public places in each of the townships 
cut off from their respective counties, at least ten days previous 
to the time of holding the election, that, on the first Monday in 
February next, there will be an election held at the usual places 
of holding elections in tbe different townships embraced within- 
the county of Woodruff, for the purpose of electing all officers 
necessary to the organization of said county of Woodruff, except 
justices of the peace and constables. Said election shall be held 
by the several judges of the last general election who may reside 
in said county of Woodruff, and in case of their failure, by judges 
ie a selected and appointed by ths legal voters, as now provided 

y law. 

Sec. 8. There shall be elected, on the first Monday in February 
next, three commissioners for the county at large, by general 
ticket, to locate the county-seat of Woodruff county, and said 
commissioners shall possess and exercise all the duties and powers 
of county commissioners for said county of Woodruff, and be 
governed in the same manner and subject to like restrictions as 
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fees or arrearages of taxes that may be due said sheriffs, and 
shall have the same authority to collect such fees and taxes as they 
now have by law, within the limits cut off from their respective 
counties. ; 

Sec. 10. The county court of said county of Woodruff is, 
hereby, fully authorized and empowered and required.to adjust 
and settle with the counties of St. Francis and Jackson for the 
due proportion according to population at the time of the sep- 
aration created by this act, of the debt, if any, owing by those 
counties respectively and to which the said county of Woodruff 
shall contribute. 

Sec. 11. The clerks and sheriffs of the counties of Jackson and 
St. Francis shall be allowed the same compensation for services 
required of them by this act as they are now entitled to for sim- 
ilar services, which shall be paid by the county of Woodruff. 

Src. 12. The poll books of the election provided for in this act 
shall be returned to the clerk of Jackson county and the same 
shall be by him opened, counted and certified to the secretary of 
state in the same manner as is now provided by law. 


_ Sec. 13. The clerk of the county court of Jackson county shall . - 
give the requisite number of persons receiving the highest num- 


ber of votes for county commissioners, their certificates of election, 
which certificates shall have the same force and effect as if given 
by the clerk of the county of Woodruff. 


SEC. '14. So soon as may be, after the sheriff, clerk and presid-` - 


ing judge of the county court, of said county of Woodruff, shall 
be commissioned and qualified, a county court shall be holden, 
the sheriff giving public notice in each township in said county, 
at least ten days before the holding of said court. 

Sev. 15. The county court of the county of Woodruff shall be 
holden on the fourth Mondays of January, April, July and Octo-

The temporary seat of justice for said county of Wood- 
ruff shall be at the town of Cotton Plant in said county of Wood- 
ruff, until otherwise provided by law, and all executions and: ` 
process issued by the clerks of the circuit, probate and county 
courts of the counties of Jackson and St. Francis, against any 
person, or persons, residing within the county of Woodruff as 
now established, and all transcripts, records, papers and deposi- 
tions, which may be filed in the office of the clerk of the circuit 
court of the county of Woodruff shall have the same force and 
effect at the temporary seat. of justice of said county as they 
would, or could have had at the places of holding courts in the 
counties of Jackson and St. Francis.

AN ACT for the benefit of the widow and minor heirs of Thomas J. 
Watts, late of Columbia county. 


WHEREAS, some time in the year 1860, Thomas J. Watts of the’ 
county of Columbia, died, leaving an estate consisting of real 
estate, slaves and stock ; most of the slaves being young and of 
no great immediate value, and,’ 

‘WHEREAS, previous to the death of the said Thomas J. Watts 
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he made no will as provided by law, but, on his death-bed, made 
a verbal statement to his friends, of the disposition he desired to 
be made of his property, which was, that the same should be 
kept together, and worked for the use and benefit of his family ; 
that his wife, Elizabeth E. Watts in lieu of dower, should have 
and hold, absolutely, an equal interest with his. children, or, in 
other words, a child’s part, and that his children should, as they

SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That it shall and may be lawful for Daniel P. Godbold, 
who is the administrator of the estate of the said Thomas J. 
Watts, or his successor, should he die, resign, or be removed, to 
keep together the estate of the said Thomas J. Watts, upon’ the 
farm, or land, owned by the said Thomas J. Watts, at the time 
of his death, and that the widow and heirs of the said deceased 
shall be and remain upon said farm, and shall be supported, 
clothed and educated out of the proceeds arising from the culti- 
vation of said farm and that, as the male children of the said 
deceased arrive at the age of twenty-one years, they shall receive 
their distributive shares of said estate according to the value of 
the whole of said estate then on hand, and as the female children, 
arrive at the same age, or marry, they shall be entitled to the 
like distributive shares, and that no separate account shall be 
kept against any one, or either, of said heirs, or against the 
widow of said deceased for support, education, or medical atten- 
tion: Provided, however, That it shall be the duty of the said ad- 
ministrator to make regular annual settlements of his accounts. 
with said estate, and shall debit himself, in addition to the value 
of.said estate, with the profits and interest arising from said 
estate, and shall credit himself by the amount expended by him 
for the support of said plantation and for the maintenance and 
support of said widow and children: And, provided further, That 
nothing in this act shall be so construed as to prevent the pay- 
ment of any debt due by said estate within the time prescribed ` 
by law, or to prevent the sale of any property that may be neces- 
sary for the payment of any debts due by said estate. 

Sec. 2. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed and this act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the third section of the above 
recited act be repealed, and the following inserted in lieu thereof, 
That the sum of two hundred dollars per annum is hereby ap- 
propriated to be paid out of any moneys in the treasury not 
otherwise appropriated, to pay for the board, tuition, and other 
expenses at the Institute, of each indigent pupil so admitted, and 
of such pupils now at the Institute, whom the trustees shall cer- 
tify are indigent, and whose parents or estates are unable to pay 
for their board and tuition, Provided, That the number of pupils 
supported by the State, shall not exceed twenty-five in any one 
year; and the fact of the number of pupils so supported by the 
State, shall be certified to the auditor of the State by the presi- 
dent of the board of trustees, attested by the secretary, Provided - 
further, That the salary of the president of the Institute shall be 
nine hundred dollars per annum, to be paid out of any money in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated, until the number of the 
State pupils shall reach twenty-five, and when that number shall 
have been attained, then his salary shall be increased to one thou- 
sand dollars per annum, And provided further, That second and 
fourth sections of the above recited act be continued in full force 
and effect. 

Src. 3. That John’ Carnali, Asa Clark, Samuel L. Griffith and 
Rev. W. A. Sample be, and they are hereby constituted trustees

AN ACT to amend the charters of the cities of Pine Bluff and 
Greenwood. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That in addition to the elective officers provided by the 
act entitled “An act to incorporate the city of Pine Bluff in Jef- 
ferson county, Arkansas,” approved January 1st, 1861, there shall - 
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be elected by the qualified voters of said city, on the first Mon- 
day in January of each year, one recorder who shall held his 
office for the term of one year, and until his successor shall be 
elected and qualified. 

Src. 2. Be it further enacted, That the recorder to be elected 
under the preceding section of this act shall possess the same 
qualifications, and be commissioned in like manner as now pre- 
scribed by said charter for the mayor of said city, and vacancies. 
in the office of recorder shall be filled in the same manner as 
other elective officers of said city. ae 

Src. 3. Be it further enacted, That the recorder of said city shall 
.be a conservator of the peace therein, and shall have and exercise 
in said city the same jurisdiction, powers and duties as a justice 
of the peace in all civil and criminal cases by virtue of the con- 
_ stitution and laws of this State, and in hearing, trying and deter- 
mining all civil or criminal causes pending before him. Said 
recorder shall be governed by the same rules of practice as the 
statutes of this State have prescribed, or-may hereafter provide 
for justices of the peace in all proceedings of a similar nature. 
But said recorder shall hear, try and determine, summarily and 
without delay all violations of the laws and ordinances of . said 
city and assess the punishment therefor, as may now be done by 
the mayor under the charter of said city. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the recorder of said city shall 
have full power and authority to take the depositions of witnesses, 
to take the acknowledgments of deeds, and other instruments of 
writing, and do and perform all things within and for said city, 
that may now be done by a justice of the peace. He shall keep 
a docket of his proceedings and shall furnish transcripts or ab- - 
stracts thereof, to the city council when required. He shall 
deliver over his docket and official papers to his successor in 
office, and shall be entitled to such fees as may be allowed by law 
to justices of the peace in similar cases. m 

Suc. 5. Be it further enacted, That the mayor of said city shall 
be the chief executive officer of said city. He shall be a con- 
servator of the peace therein, and shall exercise all the powers 
and privileges, and perform all the duties conferred upon and re- 
quired of him by the charter and ordinances of said city not herein 
conferred upon and required of the recorder. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That the mayor of |the said city 
shall be the keeper of the seal of said city, and have the power to 
affix the same. He shall be the president of the city council and 
shall issue licenses, and sign all orders and process from the city 
council, and he shall receive for his services such salary or fees 
as the city council may prescribe. 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, That the constable of said city shall 
make settlemént with the city council and pay over the funds in 
his hands at such time and in such manner as the city council 
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may direct; and on failure, or telas to do so, or to perform any 
other duty required of him by the charter or ordinances of said 
city, he may be fined by the city council, in any sum not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars, and may be removed from office by a 
vote of two-thirds of all the members of the council, and the con- 
stable shall be liable on his bond for all moneys collected by him 
by virtue of his office, and all damage occasioned by malfeasance 
or misfeasance in office. 
, Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That all the officers of said city 
before entering upon the duties of their offices, shall take the . 
oath prescribed by the constitution and laws of the State of 
Arkansas. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, That in addition to the jurisdic- 
tion, powers, rights and privileges now conferred by law upon 
the mayor of the town of Greenwood, he shall have concurrent 
jurisdiction in all cases both civil and criminal, administer oaths, 
solemnize the rights of matrimony and do and perform all other 
things which a justice of the peace may or can do, and that the 
jurisdiction of said mayor shall in all things be coextensive with 
that of a justice of the peace in and for said county. 

Sec. 10. The compensation for the services of such mayor, 
granted in the preceding section, shall be the same as received - 
by justices of the peace for like services. 

Sec. 11. Be it further enacted, That all laws in conflict with this, 
are hereby repealed, and that this act be in force from and after 
the first Monday of January next.

ternal improvement commissioner of said county of Prairie shall 
have ordered or made a contract for any work to be done, he 
shall have it completed, as the law now provides, and upon his 
order the county treasurer shall pay the amount required. 

Be it further enacted, That all laws in conflict with this 
act so far as the county of Prairie is concerned be and the same 
are hereby repealed, and that this act shall take effect from and 
after its passage.

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That if such offense be committed 
by a slave, with or by the consent or command of his owner or 
overseer, such owner or overseer shall be liable as in the preced- 
ing section. 

Src. 3. Be it further enacted, That any person who shall violate 
the provisions of this act, shall in addition to the fine so assessed 
be liable to pay to every person, so by him injured, double the 
damages sustained by him, to be recovered by action on the case 
before any court having competent jurisdiction. 

Be if further enacted, That this act shall not apply to 
persons setting fire to prairies, who shall give two days notice to 
all the parties who may be affected thereby.

Be it further enacted, That the office of land agent for 
each of the swamp land districts of this State is hereby created.

Be it enacted by the Generul Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That all persons, who have not heretofore proven their 
pre-emptions, claiming pre-emption rights to publie lands within 
this State, be required to file with the proper land officer within 
their respective districts, a written application setting forth the 
numbers of the land claimed, the date of application, and. the 
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names of the parties claiming said rights, within six months after 
the ratification of peace between the United States and the Con- 
federate States of America. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That all persons entitled to such 
rights be required to make proof and payment for said lands, 
within six months after the expiration of the time specified in 
the first section of this act.

Wuereas, the late sheriffs of the different counties in this State, 
who have paid over the State and county revenue of their re- 
spective counties, or who may hereafter pay according to law,and . 
who have taxes still due them from the taxpayers of their re- 
spective counties which they have not collected, and cannot 
now collect, without special legislation for their relief, there- - 
fore, ; : - 
Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of . 
Arkansas, That said late sheriffs and collectors, who have taxes 
still due them from the tax payers of their respective counties, be 
allowed until twelve months after the ratification of a treaty of 
peace between the United States and the Confederate States of 
America, to collect the several amounts of taxes due them, and 
that they have the same power to collect said taxes as they would 
have, were they at that time sheriffs and collectors.

SECTION 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That from and after the passage of this act, all sales of 
land, whethér of resident ornon-resident owners,shall take place at

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the sale of the land of non-resident owners: Provided, That the 
provisions of this act shall, in no case, be applied to non-residents 
who are now, or who may become, citizens’ of any of the States 
now at war with the Confederate States. 

Be it further enacted, That all owners of lands, his, her, 
or their heirs-at-law, or legal representatives, whether residents 
or non-residents, whose lands may be sold for the non-payment 
of taxes after the passage of this act, shall be entitled to redeem 
the same until the expiration of two years from the date of the | 
ratification of the treaty of peace between the Confederate States 
of America and the United States of America, upon paying or 
tendering to the purchaser of such lands, his, her, or their heirs- 
at-law, or legal representatives, the full amount of taxes, penalty 
and costs for which the same may have been sold, and all taxes ° 
or assessments the purchaser, his, her, or their heirs-at-law or 
legal representatives may have paid thereon between the time of 
sale and redemption, together with interest at the rate of ten per - 
centum per annum on such amounts from. the time they were 
respectively paid. 

Src. 3. Be it further enacted, That, in all cases, where the pur- - 
chaser or purchasers of lands sold for the non-payment of taxes, 
his, her, or their heirs, or legal representatives reside in the 
county in which such lands are situate, the original owner or 
owners thereof, his, her, or their heirs, or legal representatives, to 
redeem the same shall pay, or tender, the sum of money due 
under the provisions of this act, to him, her, or them; but, if 
such purchaser or purchasers, his, her, or their heirs, or legal 
representatives, do not reside in such county, or shall refuse to 
receive the same, the original owner or owners, his, her, or their 
heirs or legal representatives, may deposit the amount of money

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General -Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the boundaries of the town of Monticello in the 
county of Drew be extended so as to embrace within the limits of 
said town the whole of section twenty-six and the north half of 
the north half of section thirty-five in township twelve, south of 
range seven west, and that all power, authority and jurisdiction, 
immunities, franchises and liabilities of every kind that are now 
according to existing laws, statutes and ordinances applicable, or 
that may hereafter become applicable to said town, and the in- 
habitants thereof, be and the same are hereby extended over the 
territory. of said town as herein designated. 

Src. 2. The inhabitants of said town shall be a body politic 
and corporate by the name of the mayor and aldermen of Monti- 
` cello, and by that name, they and their successors shall have - 
succession for ninety-nine years, may sue and be sued, plead and 
be impleaded, defend and be defended in all courts of law and 
equity in all matters and actions whatsoever and may grant, 
purchase, receive and. hold property, both real and personal, and 
may lease, sell and dispose of the same for the benefit of said 
town, and may do all other acts as natural persons, and may have 
a common seal and the same may break, alter and renew at 
pleasure. | 

Sec. 3. For the preservation of peace and good order, and for 
the better ruling and governing the said town and inhabitants 
thereof there shall henceforward be a mayor, eight aldermen, 
a recorder and a town constable, who shall be elected annually by | 
the inhabitants of said town, qualified to vote for members of 
' the General Assembly, and who shall have resided in said town 
six months next preceding such election, and the said officers 
shall hold their offices for one year and until their successors are 
elected and qualified, and the said mayor shail be commissioned 
by the governor of the State. os 

Src. 4. No person shall be eligible to the office of mayor, alder- 
derman, recorder or town constable who shall not be a qualified 
voter for members of the General Assembly, and be an inhab- 
itant of the said town at the time of his election, and have re- 
sided therein for six months next preceding such election. 

Src. 5. The mayor, aldermen, recorder, town constable and 
other officers who may.be elected or appointed, shall before en- 
tering on the duties of their respective offices, take and subscribe 
an oath to support the constitution of the Confederate States and 
of this State, and faithfully to demean themselves in office, which 
oath may be administered -by the mayor of said town, or any 
judge or justice of the peace of Drew county. 

Src. 6. The recorder, before entering upon the duties of his 
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office, and within ten days after his election or appointment 
shall enter into bonds to the State of Arkansas with good and - 
sufficient security in any sum not less. than one thousand, nor 
more than ten thousand dollars, to be fixed by ordinance, condi- 
tioned for the faithful discharge of his duties, and he shall be ex 
officio treasurer of said town until otherwise provided by ordi- . 
nance. 

Src. 7. The town constable before entering upon the duties of 
his office and within ten days after his election or appointment 
shall enter into bonds to the State of Arkansas with sufficient se- 
curity in any sum not less than one thousand nor more than ten 
thousand dollars to be fixed by ordinance conditioned for the 
faithful discharge of his duties, and he shall be ex officio assessor 
and collector of taxes and superintendent of streets until other- 
wise provided by ordinance. . 

Src. 8. The mayor and aldermen shall constitute the legisla- 
tive body of said town and shall be denominated when assembled, 
the town council, and the sittings of said town council shall be 
public, and said town council shall by ordinance fix the time and 
place of holding their stated meetings, and the mayor shall have - 
power to convene the town council at any time. 

Serc. 9. At all meetings of the town council the mayor shall pre- 
side and keep order, subject to such rules and regulations as may 
be established by ordinance, and shall have the casting vote in 
cases of a tie, and in his absence any member selected by the al- 
dermen present for that purpose, shall preside. Any five mem- - 
bers of the town council shall constitute a quorum to do business, 
but a less number may adjourn from day to day and may compel. 
the attendance of absent members in such penalties as the town 
council may have by ordinance previously prescribed. 

Sec. 10. The town council shall judge of the qualifications, 
election and return of their own members, and shall by ordi-’ 
nance provide for the ‘mode of contesting all elections of officers 
of said town, they may establish rules and by-laws for their own 
proceedings, punish any member or other person for disorderly - 
behavior in their presence, and may by the concurrence of at least 
five of the aldermen expel a member for improper conduct, but 
not a second time for the same cause. A record of their proceed- 
ings shall be kept as hereinafter provided, and at the desire of 
any member the yeas and nays shall be taken and entered 
thereon on any question, resolution or ordinance. 

Sec. 11. The town council shall have power to provide by ordi- 
nance for the appointment of all officers and agents of the town, 
not otherwise provided for, and all vacancies in the office of alder- 
men, recorder, or town constable shall be filled by the town council 
and the persons so appointed shall serve until their successors 
are elected and qualified. 

Src. 12. The town council shall have power to levy and col- 
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lect taxes on all property, real and personal, within the limits 
of said town, not exceeding: one-fourth of one per centum per an- 
annum on the assessed value thereof, Provided, That no tax shall 
be levied, or collected on the. property of any church, school or 
literary society, or on any scientific apparatus, except such as 
. may be kept for sale; to make regulations to prevent the intro- 
duction of contagious diseases, to make provisions to secure the 
general health of said town, and to prevent and remove nuisances, 
to establish and regulate night watches and patrols, erect lamps 
and light the same, to license and regulate taverns, groceries 
kept for the retail of vinous or ardent spirits by less quantities 
than a quart, dram shops, billiard tables, ten-pin alleys, auctions, 
bankers, and peddlers, shows, circuses, theatrical performances 
and other exhibitions, and to restrain and prevent gaming houses 
and all other disorderly houses, to establish, repair and regulate 
markets, to open, pave and grade or otherwise improve and re- 
pair streets, alleys, avenues, lanes, drains, and sewers, to provide 
for the inspection of lumber and other building materials to be 
used in said town; to provide for the inspecting, weighing and 
measuring of provisions, hay, fodder, corn, wood and other fuel 
to be used or offered for sale in said town, to provide for the pre- 
vention and extinguish of fires, and to establish and regulate fire 
companies; to regulate the storage of gunpowder, tar, pitch, 
- cotton and other combustible materials; to prevent the firing of 
arms and other explosive compounds in said town; to prevent 
the furious and unnecessarily fast driving or riding of any horse, 
mule, or other animal within the limits of said town; to provide 
for the imposition and collection of fines, penalties and forfeit- 


tures for the breach of any ordinance of said town, and to ap-- 


propriate the moneys arising from licenses, fines, forfeitures, pen- 
alties and taxes, and to provide for the payment of the debts and 
expenses of said town ; to provide for and erect all needful build- 
ings for the use of the town, and inclose, improve and regulate 
cemeteries, burial places and all public grounds belonging to or 
in said town; to provide for the enumeration of the inhabitants 
of the town; to fix the salaries and compensation of officers ; 
fix and regulate the fees of jurors, witnesses and others for serv- 
ices under the ordinances of the town council; to pass such or- 
dinances for the regulation and police of said town, as the said 
town council may deem necessary to carry into effect the object 
of this act’and the powers therein granted and as the good of the 
inhabitants `of said town may require: Provided, That no or- 
dinance shall be inconsistent with or repugnant to the laws of 
the State. , 

Sec. 13. The town council shall have power to pass ordinances 
for the regulation of the police of slaves and to enforce fines and 
collect the same of the owners and masters of slaves for breach 
of such ordinances. -

Sec. 14. The town council shall have power to provide by 
ordinance for the punishment by fine, not exceeding’ one, hun- 
dred dollars, or by`imprisonment not- exceeding ten days, or 
both, of any person or persons who shall willfully disturb the 
- peace of the town by loud or offensive or indecent language, or 
by threatening, quarreling, challenging to fight or fighting or by 
provoking or attempting to provoke others to commit a breach . 
of the peace, or any person who shall be found intoxicated in 
the streets, thoroughfares, public grounds or public buildings of 
the town, and disturbing the peace and quiet of the town, or of 
any person offending against public decency and any person who 
shall commit any òf the offenses mentioned in this section after 
sunset may be arrested and imprisoned until the next day, or if 
the next day be Sunday until the next Monday morning, when 
such person shall be brought to trial. 

Src. 15. The town council shall not grant a license to any per- 
son to keep a dram shop or to retail vinous or ardent spirits by 
quantities less than a quart, unless the application therefor shall 
be supported by a petition of a majority of the inhabitants of said 
town, qualified to vote for town officers, and no such license shall ° 
be granted for less than one hundred dollars nor shall more than 
five hundred dollars be demanded therefor. 

Sec. 16. The mayor of said town shall be the chief judicial 
officer of said town, and shall hold a corporation court in said 
town which is hereby constituted and established and the same 
shall be designate and called “The Mayor’s Court of Monticello.” 
The said corporation court shall have such jurisdiction in civil 
and criminal matters with said town as may be conferred upon 
it by this act, and by the ordinances of the town council not in- 
compatible with the law of this State. 

Sec. 17. The mayor shall be a conservator of the peace within 
the limits of the town and shall have power in said corporation 
court to hear and determine, and have original jurisdiction in all 
matters of contract where the sum in controversy is of one hundred . 
dollars and under, and he may set as an examining court and . 
commit and discharge or recognize to the court having. jurisdic- 
tion for further trial, all offenders against the criminal laws of . 
the State which he has not power to try, and he shall have in 
said corporation court exclusive original jurisdiction of all offenses 
arising under the ordinance of said town. 7 

Sec. 18. In all civil cases the mayor shall proceed in the same 
manner and in.all things be governed by the same rules of pro- 
ceedings which may then be in force, regulating and governing 
justices of the peace, and shall grant appeal to the circuit court 
of Drew county, and in all things be subject to the same superin- 
tending control of that court, that justices of the peace by the 
laws of the State may for the time be. l 

Sxc. 19. In all cases of offenses against or in violation of the 
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ordinances of the said town council appeal shall be granted to 
said circuit court in the same manner prescribed for justices of 
the peace. A 

Sec. 20. The mayor shall have power to administer oaths, take 
depositions and acknowledgments of deeds, mortgages and other 
instruments of writing effecting the titles of land and other prop- 
erty, and certify the same under the seal of said town which shall 
be received as good and valid throughout the State of Arkansas, 
and he shall receive the same fee therefor that clerks of the cir- 
cuit courts are entitled to receive for like services. 

Sec. 21. The mayor shall have power to issue all writs, neces- 
sary and proper to carry into effect the powers and authority con- 
ferred upon him by this act, and the ordinances of said town, and 
to bring before [him] forthwith and to hear and determine in a 
summary manner, and to punish according to the provisions of 
the ordinances of said town any person or persons charged with 
violating any ordinance of said town council. - 

Sec. 22. The mayor shall be keeper of the seal of said town and 
the same shall be used by him in all cases where his acts are re- 
quired to be under seal. 

Sec. 23. The town council may appoint one of their members 
to act as mayor pro tem. in the absence of the mayor from said 
town, or in the case of his inability or disability to act, or during 
a vacancy in the office of mayor, but such mayor pro tem. shall 
have no judicial authority or power except in cases of offenses 
against, or violations of the ordinances of the town, or to seal as 
an examining court and commit and discharge, or recognize to 
the court having jurisdiction for further trial offenders against 
the criminal laws of the State. “a” 

Src. 24. In case a vacancy in the office of mayor occasioned by 
death, resignation or removal from said town, or by any other 
means, such vacancy shall be filled by election, if more than four 
-months would elapse before the next annual election. — 

Src. 25. The town council shall have power to provide by ordi- 
nance for the sale of real property for the payment of taxes, and 
provide for the redemption thereof: Provided, Such ordinances 
are not repugnant to or inconsistent with the laws of this State, 
and they shall in liké manner provide for and authorize the col- 
lector to levy upon and sell any personal property in said town 
for any corporation tax due from the owner thereof. 

Sec. 26. The town couneil shall have power to provide by ordi- 
nance for the paving of the sidewalks by owners of the lots or 
property adjoining the same, and if said owners or occupants fail 
to comply with such provision, said town council may cause said 
work to be done and receive and collect, by suit if necessary, the 
actual cost thereof from the owner or occupant, and the certifi- 
cate of the mayor that the occupant of property owned by a non- 
resident of said town shall be a good set-off for rent for that 
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amount due for said property, Provided, That no mere occupant 

of any property shall be required tu pay in any one year a sum 

greater than the rent of the property occupied by him for one 
ear. . l 

Serc. 27. It shall be lawful for the town council to provide by 
ordinance for the commitment to the jail of Drew county of all 
persons violating any of the ordinances of said town, and the 
jailor of said county is hereby required to receive and safely keep 
in said jail, all persons committed to jail under the.ordinances 
of said town, the expenses of which shall be paid by said town, 
if not collectible from the defendant. . 

Sec. 28. The town council shall have power to provide by 
ordinance for the removal of town officers. 

Src. 29. The style of all ordinances of said town shall be: “ Be 
it ordained by the town council of Monticello,” and all ordinances 
duly passed by the town council shall be signed by the mayor. 

Src. 30. The recorder shall keep a fair and accurate record of 
all the proceedings of the town council, which shall be open to 
the inspection of all persons at all reasonable times, and he shall 
keep in his office all records and public documents belonging to-- 
said town, and shall perform all such other duties as shall be 
prescribed by ordinance. 

Src. 31. The town constable shall be the ministerial officer of 
said town, and of the corporation court hereinbefore created, and 
as such shall have power to do and perform all acts necessary to 
carry into effect the object of this act and ordinances of said town 
council. He shall execute and return all process issued by the 
mayor. He may serve criminal process, warrants and subpoenas, 
issued by the mayor in any part of the county of Drew for offenses 
committed within the limits of said town, and also subpoenas in 
civil cases by whomsoever issued, and he shall be a conservator 
of the peace within said town. 

Sge. 32. All fines, penalties and forfeitures and money arising 
from licenses, accruing under this act, or the ordinances of said 
town, shall enure to the benefit of said town and shall be paid to 
the treasurer thereof, and may be by the town council disposed 
of for the benefit of said town. . 

Suc. 33. All licenses for taverns, dram shops to retail vinous 
and ardent spirits by quantities less than a quart, for shows and 
exhibitions of all kinds, for ten-pin alleys, for billiard tables, for 
auctions and for such other things and purposes as are hereinbe- 
fore provided for within the limits of said town, shall be in the | 
exclusive grant of the town council and shall not be issued for 
any such purpose by the county court of Drew county. 

Sec. 84. No money shall be paid out of the treasury of said 
town except by appropriation made by the town council, and the 
recorder shall draw his warrant on the treasurer for such sums 
as are ordered by the town council and none other, and shall 
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_ keep a register of all orders drawn upon the treasury, state the 


number, date, amount, in whose favor and for what service or 
account each order is drawn. ; 

Sezo. 35. The inhabitants of said town shall be exempt from 
working upon. the roads of Drew county, and the town council 
in addition to the taxing power hereinbefore granted, may levy 
a street tax upon each male inhabitant of said town, that is be- 
tween the ages of sixteen and forty-five years, except such free 
white persons as are exempt from the performance of militia 
duty, Provided, Such. street tax shall. not exceed four dollars for 
one year. 

Src. 36. The mayor shall be governed by and decide according 
to the laws of the State in all matters not provided for in this 
act or by ordinance of said town. 

Src. 37. There shall be an election held in said town on the 
first Monday in March A. D. 1868 and annually thereafter for 
, the election of town officers, and if for any cause the election shall 
fail to be held on the day appointed, an election may be ordered 
by the town council at such time as they may appoint, which 
election shall in all respects be as legal as if held upon the day 
appointed by this act, and if a failure should occur in the first 
election appointed by this act it shall not work a forfeiture of this 
act, and it shall be lawful for the present mayor of said town, to 
call an election for town officers under this charter at such time 
as he may appoint by giving fifteen days notice thereof by writ- 
. ten advertisements put up in five public places in said town. 

Sec. 38. The town council shall have power to prescribe the 
mode of holding all town elections and appointing judges thereof, 
Provided, That the first election under this act shall be held in . 
accordance with the general laws of this State, and the electors 
present shall elect the judges and clerks of said election, who 
shall grant certificates of election and file the poll books of said 
election with the recorder. | 

Sxc. 39. The judges and clerks of town eléctions shall within 
three days after the first election, and the recorder within five 
days after every subsequent election forward to the secretary of 
the State of Arkansas an abstract of all votes polled for mayor. 

Sec. 40. The mayor, town constable, and all witnesses and 
jurors shall be entitled to receive for their services and attend- 
ance in all cases except such as shall arise under the ordinances 
of said town, the same fees and compensation that justices of the 
peace and constables and witnesses and jurors are entitled to re- 
ceive in similar cases. ee see 

Sec. 41. The present officers of said town shall hold their offices 
and be governed by the laws in relation to said town, and the 
ordinances thereof now in force, until their suecessors shall be 
elected and qualified. i 

Sec. 42. This act is hereby declared to.be a public act and shall 
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be so regarded and received in all courts in this State without 
being specially pleaded or proven. 
Sec. 43. All laws or parts of laws inconsistent with any of the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and the corporate power 
herein granted shall continue in force for and during the period 
of ninety-nine years and no longer.

AN ACT to increase the salary of the attorney general. 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas, - 
That the salary of the attorney general of the State of Arkansas 
be increased to the sum of twelve hundred dollars per annum, 
payable quarterly, and the treasurer is hereby directed, upon war- 
rants to be drawn by the auditor, to pay said attorney general, 
out of any moneys in the treasury not otherwise appropriated, the 
above named sumi of twelve hundred dollars as the same becomes © 
due, and this act shall be in force from and after its passage.

2ist, A. D. 1862, be and the same is hereby so amended, as to re- 
quire the county court of said county to elect or appoint a tax- 
assessor in all cases wherein there has been or may be a tie vote 
in any elections in any township or townships in the election now 
authorized by law to be held in said county.

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AN ACT for the relief of Nathan Driver, of Madison county,

WHEREAS, Job Hobbs, late of Madison county, a revolutionary 
pensioner, of the United States, having no relative in the State, 
and being of the age of one hundred and five years, as will appear 
from the pension-roll now on file in the auditor’s office of this 
State; and, 

WHEREAS, said pension ceased by ordinance of Convention, on 
the 6th day of May, 1861, and the said Nathan Driver has had the 
care and expense of keeping and attending to said Hobbs for 
years before, and since the adoption of said ordinance to the death 
-of said Hobbs, which took place on the 15th day of October, 1862 : 
Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas, 
That the sum of ten dollars per month from the 6th day of May, 
1861, to the 15th day of October, inclusive, be appropriated out 
of any money in the treasury set aside for paying pensions to said 
Nathan Driver for the care, trouble and expense of keeping said 
Hobbs from the time his pension ceased up to the time of his 
decease, and that Eli Dodson, now State senator, be authorized to 
. receive and receipt to the Auditor for a warrant in pursuance of, 
this act ; and that this act be in force from its passage.

AN ACT for the relief of the sheriff of Washington county. 


WHEREAS, the county of Washington has been so overrun by 
the Federal army, and’ many tax payers having left and gone to 
the Federal army, rendering it impossible for Mr. A. S. Gregg, 
sheriff of said county to collect all the State revenue of said county, 
therefore : 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembty of the State of Ar- 
kansas, That said A. S. Gregg be and he is hereby allowed a de- 
linquent list for the sum of five hundred dollars, and that the 
auditor allow said sheriff said amount on settlement.

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AN ACT to authorize the county court of Drew county to dispose 


of a certain lot of land within the limits of the town of Monti- -` 


cello. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the county court of Drew county is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to sell or dispose of as said court may 
think best a certain lot of land which was originally donated 
and set apart for the purpose of erecting a female college on the 
same, but owing to its proximity to a public cemetery has not 
been used as originally designed. 

Src. 2. This act shall be in force from and after its passage.

‘AN ACT to amend chapter sixty of the Digest in relation to Dower. 


` SECTION 1. Be ü enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That, hereafter, the widow of any deceased person who © 
shall file in the office of the clerk of the court of probate, or-with © 
the probate court of the proper county, a relinquishment of her 
right of dower in and out of the estate of her deceased husband, 
may and shall be entitled to receive of the estate of which her 
said husband died seized and possessed, whether real, personal 
or mixed, a portion or share thereof, absolutely in her own right, 
equal to that of a child, which shall be set aside and delivered 
to her as now provided by law for dower. 

Sec. 2. That said relinquishment shall be in writing and ac- 
knowledged before the clerk or some justice of the peace, and 
filed within sixty days after the grant of letters of administration 
on the estate of the decedent. 

Sec. 3. That nothing herein contained shall be so construed 
as to repeal any law, vesting estates with less than three hundred 
dollars in the widows and children of deceased persons.

AN ACT to repeal an ordinance of the Convention, entitled, “An ordi- 
nance for the benefit [of | Arkansas county.” 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That an ordinance for the benefit of Arkansas county, 
passed by the Convention on the first day of June A. D. 1861 be ` 
and the same is hereby repealed. 

Suc. 2. Be it further enacted, That this act shall take effect and’ 
be in force from and after its passage.

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AN ACT to suspend the revenue laws of this State and for other 
purposes. : 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That all laws and parts of laws now in force in this 
State authorizing any sheriff or other person to levy or collect 
any Statetax be and the same are hereby suspended until other- 
wise provided by law, Provided, Nothing herein contained shall 
be so.construed as to prevent any collector from paying into the 
State treasury any taxes now in the hands of such collector or to 
release any such collector, or his securities from any penalty now 
imposed upon them by law for failing or refusing to pay into the 
Fae treasury any State revenue now in the hands of such col- 

ector. . l 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That to pay the expenses of the 
government or any appropriations out of the State treasury now 
or hereafter to be made it shall be the duty of the auditor of 
public accounts to draw his warrant on the State treasurer upon 
which treasury warrants shall be issued without interest which 
treasury warrants shall be received in payment of any money © 
due or which may hereafter be due the State, and in payment 
for any lands belonging to the State when the same shall be~ 
offered for sale or entry. j

AN ACT supplemental to an act to suspend the revenue laws of this 
l State. l ; 


Section 1. Be it enācted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That nothing contained in the act entitled, “An act to 
suspend the revenue laws of this State, and for other purposes ” 
passed at the present session of the Legislature, shall be construed 
as to prevent the collectors of the several counties in this State 
from collecting the State taxes for the year 1861, or any previous 
year, or any balance due thereon to the State or to the collector 
in accordance with the laws then in force. 

Src. 2. Be it further enacted, That the Auditor is hereby author- 
ized to draw his warrant upon the Treasurer in favor of the sev- 
eral assessors of this State, whose assessment has been or may 
hereafter be filed according to law for the amount due them re- 
spectively for such assessment for the year 1862.

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AN ACT to “conscript” slaves to be used as cooks, teamsters, &c., in 
the army. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Arkansas, That the Governor is hereby authorized to tender 
to the government of the Confederate States the right to con- 
script, not exceeding one-sixth of the male slaves, between the 
ages of eighteen and forty years, owned by any one individual, 
as may be necessary for the public defense. 

Src. 2. The State of Arkansas does hereby concede to the Con- 
federate government the privilege of prescribing and determin-

AN ACT to repeal certain laws relative to levees in Chicot county and 
confer on the county court of said county the power to levy and collect 
a specific tax for the purpose of building levees in said county, and 
for other purposes. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That all laws and parts of laws heretofore passed in re- 
lation to building levees in Chicot county be and the same are 
hereby repealed, Provided, That this repeal shall be without preju- 
dice to the rights of bona fide holders of levee scrip issued by 
virtue of said acts hereby. repealed. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That the county court of Chicot 
county shall have the power to levy and collect a tax for the pur- 
pose of building levees in said county, not to exceed two per cent.. 
per annum, on all lands in said county, except such as are now 
free from overflow, and now exempt from tax for levee purposes; 
. but in making such assessment a strict regard shall be had to the 
benefit derived from the levees; and such assessment shall be 
made by the county assessor, and subject to correction by the 
county court in like manner ‘as assessments are made for other 
county taxes; and shall be collected by the county colleetor, who 
shall be governed by the same laws, regulating the collection of 
county taxes; but shall not receive more than two per cent. per 
annum for collecting said tax; and said collector shall give an 
additional bond in such penalty as may be prescribed by said 
court; Provided, That the taxes collected in each district shall 
be expended in that district; and any tax payer shall have the 
option to pay his or her tax in labor on the levee at one dollar 
per day for each able-bodied hand employed. 
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Suc. 3. Be it further enacted, That said county court shall have 
power to divide said county into convenient districts for the pur- 
pose of levying and draining the same; and shall have power to 
appoint a levee commissioner for each district; Provided, That 
there shall be a full meeting of {said court whén_the districting 
of ae county, and the appointment of commissioner shall be 
made. - 

Sse. 4. Beit further enacted, That all matters pertaining to the 
locating, building and repairing levees in said county shall be 
subject to the control and supervision of the county court which 
shall have the power to make from time to tìme such orders and 
provisions as shall be necessary to carry out the full meaning and 
intention of this act, but no levee shall be located within less than 
half a mile ‘of the Mississippi river, when the location of said 
levee is opposite to badly caving banks on said river. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That any person who shall feel 
aggrieved at the assessment of any lands under the provisions of 
this act, may at the term of the county court next thereafter fixed 
for the adjusting the tax lists, file his complaint, and upon satis- 
factory proof of the correctness thereof, the court shall strike said 
lands from the assessment lists, if it shall appear that said lands 
_are exempt from tax under this act, or grant such other relief in 
the premises as the facts of the case may justify.

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That section one of the ordinance passed by the Con- 
vention of the State of Arkansas on the-238rd day of May, A. Ð. 
1861, entitled “An ordinance for the relief of such citizens of the 
State of Arkansas as may be engaged in the military service of 
the State of Arkansas, or the Confederate States of America,” be 
and the sanfe is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, That, hereafter, no writ of attach- 
ment shall issue against the property of any citizen of this State 
who is engaged in the military service of the State of Arkansas, 
or of the Confederate States of America, during the time he is 
engaged in such service, except in cases where the cause of action 
arises out of the fraud of the defendant, and cases where he or 
they is or are about fraudulently to remove or dispose of his 
property for the purpose of avoiding the payment of the debt. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, That, hereafter, in all cases of at- 
tachment, the affiant, in the affidavit now. required by law shall 
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further state and swear that the defendant is not engaged in the 
military service of the State of Arkansas, or the Confederate States 
of America, or, if the defendant shall be engaged in the military 
service of the State, or of the Confederate States, shall state the 
circumstances constituting the fraud out of which the cause arises, 
or the reasons the affiant has for believing that the defendant is 
about fraudulently to remove, or dispose of his property for the 
purpose of avoiding the payment of the debt. 

Src. 4. Be it further enacted, That the truth of the additional 
facts required by the preceding section to be stated in the affida- 
vit for attachment may be put in issue by plea, or otherwise, and 
if the plea be sustained, or the affidavit be found to be untrue, 
the attachment shall be dissolved, the property attached restored 
to the defendant, or the party entitled to it, and the suit shall 
proceed as ordinary suits. 

Sec. 5. Be tt further enacted, That this act shall take effect from 
and after its passage and shall be in force until the ratification of 
a treaty of peace between the Confederate States of America and 
the United States of America.

AN ACT to suspend the statutes of limitation in certain. cases. 


Srction 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of thé State of 
Arkansas, That the statutes of limitation shall be suspended on 
any debt, the collection of which is now suspended by law, any 
law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Serc. 2. This act to be in force from and after its passage.

AN ACT to prevent the issuing of executions. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That section seven of an act approved the 18th day of 
November, 1861, entitled “An act to facilitate the circulation of 
Arkansas war bonds and treasury warrants” be continued and re- 
main in full force and effect until twelve months after the ratifi- 
cation of peace between the United States of America and the 
Confederate States, Provided, That nothing herein contained shall 
prevent execution or sale under existing laws in regard to shin- 
plasters or change tickets or the collection of road fines under the 
existing laws: Provided further, That-nothing herein contained 
shall be so construed as to prevent the collection of the interest 
on estates for the support and education of minors as now pro- 
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vided by law. That all suits in law or equity now pending or 
hereafter to be commenced in any of the courts of this State shall 
be continued until after the ratification of peace between the 
United States and the Confederate States.

AN ACT to enable certain free negroes and mulatioes to pay their 
debts. 


WHEREAS, the General Assembly of the State of Arkansas 
passed an act, which was approved February 12th 1859, requiring 
all free negroes and mulattoes to leave this State, and that at a 
. subsequent session the General Assembly passed an act, which 
was approved January 10th 1861 exempting all free negroes and 
mulattoes within the limits of this State, who are held in duress, 
or by operation of law from the operation of said act approved 
February 12th 1859, until the first day of January 1863, and 

WHEREAS, certain free negroes: and mulattoes to wit: Peter 
Madison, Henry Preston, Elizabeth Sibby, Fanny Retma and her 
child, not named, Virginia and her child, not named, Jane and 
her three children, Richard, John Campbell and William, Diana 
and her child, Mary Jane, and Caroline and her three children, 
Edward, Dora, Annie and Balsera, formerly the property of one 
Joshua Averett, late of Union county, who by his last will pro- 
vided that said negroes and mulattoes should be set free and so 
declared by the circuit court of the county of Ouachita, are likely 
to be removed from within the limits of this State under the 
existing laws, leaving unpaid the claim of one John H.. Askew 
to the amount as claimed three thousand dollars: Therefore, 

SECTION l. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of. 
Arkansas, That it shall be lawful, and the sheriff of-Union county 
and his successors in office are hereby required to take charge of 
said free negroes and mulattoes, and hire the same at public out- 
cry before the court house door of his county, to the highest and 
last bidder from time to time until the said claim of the said 
John H. Askew shall have been fully paid; and said free negroes 
and mulattoes so hired shall be held for the time they are hired 
out, as slaves are now held; Provided, That no one hiring shall 
extend to-a longer term than twelve months. ` 

Src. 2. Be it further enacted, That the said John H. Askew, 
shall as soon as practicable after the passage of this act, make out 
` and file under oath, with the clerk of the court of his county, an 
account current of all moneys and evidences of debt that may 
have come into his hands, on account of said free negroes and 
mulattoes,;and of all moneys that may have been paid out for 
them by him, including all just and lawful obligations of the said 
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John H. Askew on their account, allowing himself interest on 
the amount due at the rate of ten per cent. per annum. 

Src. 8. Beit further enacted, That the said sheriff and his súc- 
cessors in office are hereby required to take notes within the 
jurisdiction of a justice of the peace of this State, due twelve 
months from the hiring with two good and approved securities 
‘and when the same shall become due, if not paid on demand 
shall sue for and collect without delay and- pay the several 
amounts when collected, after deducting all proper expenses to 
the said John H. Askew, taking his receipts for the same. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, That the said sheriff and his suc- 
cessors shall be allowed ten per centum of the amount collected 
and paid over as herein directed for his services and shall file 
with the clerk an account current of his acts under oath. 

Suc. 5. Be it further enacted, That so soon as the foregoing pro- 
visions of this act shall have been complied with, the said free 
negroes and mulattoes, shall be required by the proper authori- 
ae to remove from within the limits of this State, within sixty

oa 6. Be it further enacted, That all laws and parts of- laws in 
contravention of this act shall remain inoperative in reference to 
the said free negroes and mulattoes until the provisions of this 
_ act shall have been accomplished.

AN ACT to authorize the issue of treasury warrants of various de- 
| nominations. | 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That whenever it may hereafter be necessary for the 
State Treasurer to issue scrip or treasury warrants to pay any ap- 
propriations made by this General Assembly, he shall, whenever 
the parties to whom such issue is to be made require it, issue 20 
per cent. of the amount in bills of the denominations of 25c., 50e., 
and $1, and 30 per cent. of said amount in bills of the denomi- 
nations of $2, $3, and $5 and should any appropriation be made 
by this General Assembly for the relief of indigent families, it 
shall be the duty of the treasurer to issue five per cent. of said 
amount in bills of the denomination respectively of 25 cents, 
„and ten per cent. in bills of the denomination of one dollar, and 
at least 35 per cent. in bills of the denomination of $5. 

Suc. 2. Be it further enacted, That this act take effect on the 
15th day of December, 1862.

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AN ACT to invest the lands known as the Cairo and Fulton Rail- 
road lands in the State of Arkansas. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That from and after the passage of this act, all the 
lands now known as railroad lands lying along the survey line 
of the main trunk of the Cairo and Fulton railroad, and claimed 
to have belonged to the Cairo and Fulton Railroad. Company, re- 
vert to and vest in the State of Arkansas, and the title to the 
State of Arkansas is hereby declared to be legal and valid to all 
intents and purposes, as though said lands had never been trans- 
- ferred to said company, by Congress or the General Assembly of 
this State. 

Src. Z. All the lands herein referred to, shall be in all respects 
a part and parcel of the State lands, and all the rights, privileges 
and immunities now granted by law to actual settlers and culti- 
vators of the State lands shall accrue in all respects to the actual 
settlers and cultivators of the lands herein designated; Provided, 
That no person shall be entitled to the benefits of this section, : 
who may settle said lands after the passage of this act.

AN ACT to provide for the relief of needy and destitute families of 
soldiers in this State. 


Section 1. Be ü enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That it shall be the duty of the several county courts. 
in this State to meet at the usual or proper place of holding court 
in their respective counties as soon after the passage of this act 
as may be practicable and upon their personal knowledge or in- 
formation, and diligent, careful inquiry and examination, pro- 
ceed from day to day until the same is completed, to make out 
and prepare, or cause the same to be done by the clerk of such 
court under their supervision and direction, an accurate detailed 
descriptive list, of all families living in such county, of soldiers 
who are gone or who may have gone or hereafter go from this 
State, and who are or may be serving in the army of the Confed- 
erate States, that is to say, of such families, from which there is or 
may be, so absent in the army of the Confederate States, a father, 
husband, brother, or son, who is or may have been the male head 
or support of such family, and in which there is not or may not 
be left any adult male member, capable of supporting the same, 
and in all cases where any such soldier having a family, or being 
a, brother or son as aforesaid, and the main support of the family 
to which he belonged, living i in such county, and who may have ` 
died in the service, or been killed in battle, or who may have re- 
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turned home having been honorably discharged in consequences 
of wounds, or disease, causing permanent disability, or inability 
to contribute to the support of his family during the continu- 
ance of this act, the family of such deceased or returned disabled 
soldier, if needy within the purview and meaning of this act, shall 
re es to the benefits thereof and included in such descrip- 
. tive list. 

Sec. 2. All those families who are or may be living together in 
one house or domicil, or on the same farm or place, shall be con- 
sidered and listed as separate families, if really such, and in all 
cases where the family of such absent deceased or returned dis- 
abled soldier shall consist of a wife only without children, such. 
family shall be included in said descriptive list. 

Src. 3. Said descriptive lists shall include only those families 
of soldiers as aforesaid, in the several counties, who are or may 
become, in the opinion and judgment of said county courts re- 
spectively, in a needy condition, and so as to be unable to live 
without receiving the benefits intended to be conferred by this 
act. 

SEC. 4. Said descriptive list shall contain a statement: -tst. The 
name of such absent, deceased, or returned disabled soldier. 2d. 
The county in which he lived when he entered the Confederate 
or State army. 3d. The numbers and ages of the persons com- 
posing such families. 

Sec. 5. As soon as such descriptive list can or may be prepared, 
the clerk of each county respectively shall make and keep a fair 
record of the same in his office and transmit a duly certified copy 
thereof to the Governor at the seat of government. 

Sec. 6. In order to carry into effect the objects and provisions 
of this act the county court shall meet on the first Monday in — 
each month if deemed necessary by them, or upon the call of the 
presiding judge of such court, and they are specially charged with 
the duty of examining said descriptive lists from term to term, 
and at each term te make such changes therein or to strike out 
therefrom the names of any soldiers and families as may, in their 
opinion be improper to have placed or for any cause to continue 
thereon, or add thereto the names of any such soldiers and families 
as aforesaid, who have been omitted or who may thereafter, in the 
opinion of said court become entitled to the benefits of this act, 
and the clerk of each county court shall in like manner make 
and preserve in his office a fair record of all such changes and 
subsequent proceedings of such courts, respectively, and from time 
to time and without delay transmit duly certified copies of the. 
same, to the Governor semi-annually. 

Sec. 7. The Governor shall as soon as practicable, after the 
coming in of said descriptive- lists from any county, if satisfied 
therewith issue orders to the Auditor to issue his warrant or war- 
rants on the Treasurer for an amount or amounts sufficient to 
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satisfy the requirements of this act as contemplated by it and 
hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 8. Upon such requisition being made by the Governor 
upon the Auditor he shall issue and deliver to the several county 
court clerks or their authorized agent his warrant on the Treas- 
urer for the amount or amounts required from time to time for 
each county, and it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to issue 
and deliver to fhe said county court clerks or their authorized 
agents scrip or treasury warrants of this State for such amounts, 
in sums or pieces of not less than one dollar each and bearing no 
interest. 

Sec. 9. The object and intent of this act is, that there shall be 
paid or contributed by this State to the support of each family 
in it of any absent deceased or returned disabled soldier coming 
within its provisions, and ascertained and reported by the county 
court of the county in which such family resides, to be actually | 
in need of such contributions, the sum of five dollars per month 
commencing on the ‘passage of this act and continuing while 
this act may be in force as hereinafter provided, and the same 
shall be the basis of the requisitions of the Governor upon the 
Auditor as herein provided ; Provided, That the Governor shall 
not require the Auditor to draw his warrant on the Treasurer for 
a greater sum at any one time for any one county than said» 
county may be entitled to receive under the provisions of this 
act than six months in advance. 

Sec. 10. It shall be the duty of said clerk from time to time 
upon the receipt of any such fund for families living in his 
county, without delay to distribute and pay over the same to and 
among the persons entitled thereto, and in making such pay- 
ments each and every such clerk shall pay and deliver the 
amount of such fund going to each family to the eldest person 
in such family taking and preserving his or her receipt therefor, 
and it shall be the duty of each and every clerk to make out and 
report to the county court from time to time and at least quarter- 
yearly, duly certified statements of all moneys or scrip so dis- 
tributed and paid out by them under the provisions of this act 
showing the amount and date of each payment and the name of 
the person to whom the same was paid, Provided, however, That 
if the county court of any county, by vote and resolution en- 
tered of record, shall deem it most expedient they shall have 
power to cause the funds so furnished to such -county to be ap- 
- propriated to the purchase of provisions, supplies or other articles 
of necessity to be distributed at the expense of such county 
. among the aforesaid needy families as their necessities may re- 
quire. 

Sec. 11. The Governor is hereby invested with authority to 
suspend the operation of this act and to order the same to be sus- 
pended in or as to any county or counties:in this State which are 
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or may hereafter be for a time being in possession of the enemy 
or so overrun by them as to render its operations impracticable,. 
Provided, That the amount which shall appear from descriptive 
lists furnished by any county or counties shall be reserved until 
such time as the disability for carrying the provisions of this act 
into effect shall be removed and then to be distributed 1 in accord- 
ance with this act. 

Suc. 12. The clerk of each county shall be entitled to receive 
for his services under this act such reasonable fees not to exceed 
the rates fixed by law for other and similar services, as may be 
allowed by the county court of such county and to be paid out 
of the county treasury of each county respectively. 

Ssc. 13. The sum of one million two hundred thousand dol- 
lars is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in the treasury to 
carry into effect the objects and general provisions of this act. 

Sec. 14. If'any officer or other person in anywise concerned in | 
the carrying into effect and operation of this act shall willfully 
violate any of its provisions or retain pay out or- receive any 
part of said fund for the benefit of needy families of soldiers 
which such officer or other person may not be well and lawfully” 
entitled so to retain pay out or receive, each and every such 
officer or other person so offending shall be deemed guilty of a 
high misdemeanor and on indictment and conviction thereof 
shall be fined in any sum not less than one thousand nor more 
than ten thousand dollars. 

Src. 15. This act shall be and continue in force for two years 
from and after its passage, Provided, That if the existing warshould 
terminate before the expiration of that time it shall be the duty 
of the Governor and he is hereby authorized by his proclama- 
tion to suspend the operation of the same, Provided, he deems 
this as no longer absolutely necessary for the purpose for which — 
it was enacted, And provided also, That in case it be ascertained 
by the governor that the amount expended under this act out of 
the fund aforesaid, does or will exceed’ the rate of six hundred 
thousand dollars pér annum he is hereby invested with a dis- 
eretionary authority to suspend the further operation of the same 
whenever the sum of one million dollars of said fund hereby ap- 
propriated shall have been paid out and expended. 

Sec. 16. Be it further enacted, That the clerks of the respective ` 
counties shall before receiving the fand hereinbefore. provided 
enter into bond to the State of Arkansas in double the amount 
to which said county courts shall be entitled for the faithful dis- 
bursement of the same, to be approved by the county, and in the 
event of the failure or refusal of any clerk to enter into said 
bond it shall be the duty of the Treasurer to issue and deliver 
such funds to the treasurer of the county who shall perform all 
the duties required of the clerk under this act, and enter into 
the bond required of him before receiving said fund. 
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Sec. 17. Be it further enacted, That the provisions of this act 
shall extend to soldiers and the families of soldiers found in 
like circumstances who were engaged in the State service of Ar- 
_ kansas before the State troops were discharged or turned over to 
the Confederate States. __ , | 

Stc. 18. Be it further enacted, That a printed copy of this act 
attested by the Secretary shall be sufficient-authority for county 
courts to carry out so much of its provisions as said courts are 
required to do and the Secretary of State is hereby required to 
have two hundred copies of this act printed before the adjourn- 
ment of the General Assembly and distributed among the mem- 
bers of the same.

AN ACT for the relief of William Ogle, late sheriff and collector of 
Hot Springs county, Arkansas, for the year 1862. 


SECTION 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That William Ogle, late sheriff and collector of the 
State and county revenue for Hot Springs county be released 
from his bond as such collector for said county for the year 1862, 
upon complying with the following conditions, to wit: That J. H. 
Kemp, sheriff and collector of said county elect, execute his bond 
to the State of Arkansas, in double amount of State and county 
taxes, assessed in said county for the year 1862; conditioned that 
he will well and truly collect said taxes for the year 1862 within 
the time prescribed by law for the collection of the same and pay 
the same over as the law now directs; said bond to be approved 
by the county court of said county in term time, or by the county 
judge in vacation. f 

Sec. 2. Nothing in this act shall be construed so as to release 
the said Ogle from his bond as such collector for 1862, until said 
Kemp shall have executed his bond, and the same be approved - 
as above specified, and this act take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage.

AN ACT for the relief of the clerk of Kebastian county. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the qualified voters of Upper Township, in the 
county of Sebastian, may, on the first Monday of January, A. D. 
1863, hold an election for deputy clerk for the Fort Smith dis- 
trict of the circuit court of Sebastian county, under the same 
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regulations as now provided by law for holding general elections, 
who, when so elected, shall file his bond as deputy clerk, payable . 
to the State of Arkansas, under the same rules, regulations and 
conditions as now required for clerks of the circuit and. probate 
courts under existing laws, and when so elected and qualified 
shall hold his office until the next general election and until his 
successor is elected and qualified.

Nothing herein contained shall be so construed as to 
relieve or prevent the clerk of said county from taking charge 
and care of -the books and papers pertaining to the office of the 
Fort Smith district of said court as now required by law. 

Sec. 4. The said deputy clerk, after he shall have been elected 
and qualified, shall have and receive for the services he actually 
performs, the same fees that clerks of the several courts now. have 
and receive for like services. Soe FS a 

Sec. 5. The clerk of said county shall not be required to keep-a 
deputy clerk at the clerk’s office in the Fort Smith district of said 
county until the deputy herein provided for shall have been 

_ elected and qualified. 7

AN ACT to appropriate the internal improvement funds of Inde- 
pendence, Van Buren, Yell, Poinsett, Carroll, Columbia, Pike, 
Polk, White, Pope,.Newton, Searcy, Marion, Fulton, Calhoun, 
Cross, Johnson, Montgomery, Prairie, Perry, Randolph, Benton and 
Madison counties and the unappropriated portion of the internal 
improvement fund of St. Francis county, for the relief of the destitute 
families of volunteers. 


Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Arkansas, That the internal improvement funds of the above- 
named counties shall be distributed to the indigent and destitute 
families of volunteers and for this purpose, the county judge of 
each of said counties shall appoint some discreet person in each 
civil township, who shall go through the township and make a 
list, under oath, of each indigent or destitute family; the num- 
ber of children in each and their pecuniary condition ; which list 
shall be returned, as quickly as possible, to the county judge, who, 
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. upon the reception of all these lists shall, immediately, proceed to 
apply such portion of the internal improvement fund of said 
county as will give permanent relief to the destitute families of 
volunteers who have been killed in battle, or died in the service, 
or who still may bein the service of the Confederate States, taking 
care to make the distribution as equal as possible, by taking into 
consideration the number of children in each family, their real 
wants and present condition. 

Src. 2. Be it further enacted, That the county judge shall act 
upon this policy from time to time, as necessity may require as 
long as the war shall last, or until the fund is exhausted, and 
he shall allow a reasonable compensation to each person ap- 
pointed to take such list, who shall be paid out of the internal 
improvement fund. l 5 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, That the county courts of said 
counties shall have authority to issue scrip, redeemable by the 
internal improvement commissioners, not exceeding the amount - 
of funds in his-hands, to bear interest at the same rate the funds - 
are now bearing. 

Src. 4. Be it further enacted, That this act shall also apply to 
- the destitute families of those who are in the service of the Con- 
federate States under the'operation of the conscript law, and to 
all indigent widows having sons in the service, and that this act 
shall take effect from its passage. | °
